TORONTO, HAMILTON & BUFFALO RAILWAY STEAM 
ENGINE TO BE FEATURED AS CENTRAL THEME ON 
THE OFFICIAL 1994 CNA CONVENTION WOODS 


An early steam engine of the Toronto, Hamilton & Buffalo Railway (T.H. & B. RY.) that 
provided an unportant link between Hamilton, Ontario, site of the 1994 CNA Convention, and 
strategic points beyond, will be featured as the central theme of the official convention medal. 

The original design of the train submitted to the Convention Committee by Hamilton’s 
Public Archives was facing right. However, upon the suggestion of the Royal Canadian Mint, the 
train will be featured on the official metallic Convention souvenir medals travelling to the left, since 
the past few CNA Convention medais featuring trains, a popular theme with collectors, featured 
them travelling to the right. The same westerly direction will be incorporated in the official woods. 

The contract to issue the official convention woods was awarded by the Convention 
Committee to Canada Wide Woods of Stratford, Ontario and will incorporate the convention's 
location, date and other pertinent details. 

The train logo will be used not only on the convention souvenir medals and woods but also 
on letterheads, envelopes, convention committee business cards and other promotional items. 

Information on how to obtain convention woods will be published in Timber Talk, as will 
information on the CAWMC breakfast meeting scheduled at the CNA Convention, Convention 
registration information and the program of events.

IS SYMBOLIC AND IT MEANT TO SHOW THE ACT OF STUDYING AND RECORDING ji.e., 
RESEARCH WHICH IS SO IMPORTANT FOR OUR HOBBY. THIS SYMBOL WILL APPEAR AS 
THE OBVERSE ON ALL MY FUTURE WOODS AND WILL REPLACE THE EARLIER SIMPLE 
DESIGN. | WILL UTILIZE THIS NEW DESIGN AS THE LOGO FOR MY FIRST LIBRARY PLATE ° 
WHICH WILL COMPLIMENT MY WOOD ISSUES.
